South Carolinians greeted seces- 
sion with jubilation. Charleston, 
one observer noted, "... was wild 
with excitement . . . church bells 
mingling with salvos of artillery. 
... Old men ran shouting down 
the street... The whole heart of 
the people had spoken.” But a lone- 
ly Unionist said sourly: "South 
Carolina is too small for a republic 
and too big for a lunatic asylum.” 
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
